WATERLILIES 

WHO  of  us  does  not  strive  to  be  “different” — to 
express  his  individuality?  Water  g-ardening-  has 
much  to  recommend  it  as  a  means  of  gratifying  this 
urge.  What  could  be  more  alluring  than  a  crystal- 
clear  pool  reflecting  a  bit  of  the  sky.  and  dotted  with 
magnificent  water  lilies  and  lotus?  The  ancient  River 
Nile,  with  all  its  age-old  associations,  right  in  your 
own  garden,  to  be  enjoyed  at  any  time. 

And  this  is  so  easy  to  accomplish!  No  gardening 
experience  is  necessary  to  become  a  successful  water 
gardener — this  makes  it  doubly  attractive  to  many 
amateur  gardeners.  Water  lilies  need  so  little  to 
make  them  happily  at  home — just  sunshine,  soil  and 
a  pool  in  which  to  grow.  Concrete  pools  or  even 
fairly  good-sized  tubs  will  do  very  well  as  water 
gardens.  A  natural  pond,  of  course,  is  the  ideal  be¬ 
ginning  for  a  water  garden. 

Ponds  and  Pools 

A  pond  can  easily  be  made  in  clay  soil,  or  by  lining 
with  clay  a  hole  in  ordinary  ground.  Concrete  or  clay 
pools  iy2  to  2  feet  deep  are  entirely  satisfactory.  A 
tub  may  be  about  2  14  feet  in  diameter,  but  a  pool 
should  not  be  less  than  6  feet  long  and  3  feet  wide. 

The  soil  for  Water  Lilies  is  preferably  a  mixture 
of  rich  garden  soil  and  well-rotted  cow-manure.  In¬ 
stead  of  the  manure  you  may  use  a  new  commercial 
fertilizer  we  have  developed  especially  for  our  plants, 
named  Praefecta.  Mix  one  quart  with  three  bushels 
of  soil.  An  amount  good  for  three  lilies  at  $1  a 
carton.  This  mixture  may  be  spread  over  the  bottom 
of  the  pond  or  may  be  put  into  holes  dug  where  the 
roots  are  to  be  planted.  In  concrete  pools  the  soil 
should  be  put  into  boxes  and  set  on  the  bottom  of 
the  pool.  About  2  cubic  feet  of  soil  should  be  pro¬ 
vided  for  each  plant. 

PLANTING  Set  the  plant  so  that  the  crown,  from 
which  the  leaves  grow,  is  just  beneath 
the  surface  of  the  soil.  Sand  or  gravel  should  be 
sprinkled  over  the  soil  to  prevent  fouling  the  water, 
and  to  keep  fish  from  bothering  the  plants.  New 
water  lily  plants  should  be  started  in  shallow  water 
but  will  later  thrive  at  any  depth  from  4  to  30  inches. 
8  inches  seems  to  be  about  the  best  depth.  Running 
water  is  neither  necessary  nor  desirable  as  it  tends 
to  keep  the  temperature  too  low.  See  next  page. 

WINTER  CARE  The  best  winter  protection  for  the 
Lilies  is  to  leave  water  in  the  pool 
a.nd  to  cover  the  pool  with  boards  and  leaves  or 
straw.  Very  little  freezing  takes  place;  roots  and 
fish  are  safe  and  the  pool  walls,  if  reinforced,  are  not 
likely  to  crack. 
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Under  normal  con¬ 
ditions  hardy  Water 
Lilies,  Lotus  and  na¬ 
tive  aquatics  winter 
in  the  ponds  under 
water  and  seldom 
need  protection  un¬ 
less  the  water  gets 
very  low,  or  if  left 
in  a  pool  which  is 
drained,  in  w  h  i  c  h 
case  a  covering  of 
leaves,  straw,  or  ma¬ 
nure  should  be  pro¬ 
vided.  If  the  roots 
are  planted  in  boxes, 
the  boxes  with  the 
roots  in  may  be 
taken  out  and  cov¬ 
ered  in  a  trench,  or 
taken  into  a  cool 
basement  and  kept 
covered  with  moist 
burlap  until  spring. 

Dry  rot  is  destruc¬ 
tive  to  dormant  roots 
and  should  be  avoided  by  providing  natural  conditions 
of  cold  and  moisture. 
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How  to  Plant  Water  Lilies 


Tropical  Lilies  are  best  treated  as  annual  plants, 
and  replaced  year  after  year,  as  their  beauty  and 
extraordinary  productiveness  more  than  justify  their 
moderate  cost.  They  may  be  kept  in  bloom  all  year 
in  indoor  pools  but  it  is  seldom  worth  while  to  try  to 
preserve  the  tropicals  unless  a  green  house  pool  is 
available. 


WPVTKR  CARE  OF  TUB  GARDENS.  Dip  the  water 
out  of  the  tub;  fill  the  tub  heaping  full  of  leaves.  A 
few  boards  on  top  will  hold  the  leaves  in  and  help 
drain  the  water  off.  If  the  tub  is  not  buried  in  the 
ground,  heap  leaves  up  around  it  as  well. 


KEEPIIVG  THE  POOL  CLEAR  AIVD  CLEAN.  See 

page  22  for  the  scavengers  that  can  be  depended  upon 
to  do  this  work.  We  do  not  advise  using  chemicals. 
They  may  be  harmful  to  the  plants  and  fish. 

WINTER  CARE  OP  POOLS.  Pools  may  be  left  with 
the  water  in  if  the  top  is  covered  with  boards  and 
the  entire  pool  heaped  over  with  leaves  or  straw. 
Pools  which  cannot  be  covered  should  be  drained  un¬ 
less  they  are  heavily  reinforced. 


MiscellaneoTULS  Items 

When  provided  with  plenty  of  soil,  the  leaf-spread 
of  a  Water  Lily  will  be  3  to  4  feet  in  diameter,  hence 
a  pool  10  by  15  feet  should  accommodate  ten  to  fifteen 
Lilies.  The  leaf-spread  of  many  varieties  may  be  re¬ 
duced  to  a  degree  suitable  for  tub  culture  by  plant¬ 
ing  in  a  6  or  8-inch  pot;  this  dwarfs  the  plant  so  that 
the  leaf-spread  and  the  blooms  are  smaller.  A  little 
blood-meal  should  be  added  to  the  soil  occasionally, 
or  the  plant  may  be  repotted  once  or  twice  during 
the  season. 

Floating  aquatic  plants  will  grow  without  soil, 
but  do  better  if  the  roots  can  reach  it,  particularly  in 
the  case  of  blooming  plants.  Marsh  or  bog  plants 
should  be  potted  and  set  so  that  the  level  of  the  soil 
is  slightly  above  the  water.  Shallow  water  plants  do 
well  in  2  to  6  inches  of  water. 

Oxygenating  plants,  such  as  Anacharis,  Vallisneria, 
Myriophyllum,  Sagittaria,  etc.,  may  be  used  to  keep 
the  water  from  becoming  stagnant,  and  a  few  gold 
fish  will  eliminate  mosquitoes. 

Insects  that  attack  the  foliage  of  Water  Lilies  and 
other  aquatics  may  be  washed  off  with  a  hose  so  that 
the  fish  can  get  them.  The  green  scum-like  growth 
of  algae  makes  good  food  for  snails,  or  it  may  be  re¬ 
moved  by  hand.  If  the  pool  has  an  over-flow  this 
scum  may  be  floated  off.  Clams  will  help  to  keep  the 
water  clear. 
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O  KNOW  the  joys  of 
water  gardening  it 
isn’t  necessary  to  have  a 
1  a  r  g  e,  specially  con¬ 
structed  pool.  Just  sink 
a  tub  out  in  some  sunny 
spot,  place  in  it  the  wa¬ 
ter  lily  and  aquatics, 
plant  a  few  perennials 
or  rock  plants  around 
the  edge,  and  suddenly  that  nook  will  be  trans¬ 
formed  to  the  most  delightful  spot  in  the  garden. 
Such  a  complete  water  garden  can  be  had  at  so 
little  expense  and  effort,  too!  Even  an  amateur 
gardener  will  be  athrill  with  his  success.  Such  a 
tub  garden  provides  a  simple  means,  also,  of  inter¬ 
esting  children  in  growing  water  plants.

Fishes  for  the  Tub  Garden 


No  pool — even  if  it  is  a  miniature 
one — is  complete  without  a  few  orna¬ 
mental  fishes.  Goldfish  illuminate  the 
water  with  flashes  of  red-gold.  Trop¬ 
ical  Ashes  are  very  much  at  home  in  the  tub  garden 
and  pay  for  their  keep  as  mosquito  chasers.  Put  in  a 
few  fish  in  the  spring  and  in  the  fall  you  will  probably 
have  enough  to  stock  a  good  sized  indoor  aquarium.

HOW  to  MAKE  a  TUB  GARDEN 


Pick  a  sunny  spot  for  the  tub  garden.  One 
tub  will  do  but  many  people  add  one  or  two 
more,  grouping  the  tubs  in  twos  or  threes. 
Around  the  tub  plant  perennials  and  rock 
plants.  If  you  have  a  few  rocks  to  spread 
around,  plant  the  rock  plants  in  among  these. 
This  makes  an  ideal  corner,  a  very  pretty  gar¬ 
den  and  just  the  place  to  try  one’s  luck  with 
Water  Lilies  and  a  few  fish. 


The  best  effect  will  be  gained  by  sinking  the 
tub  in  the  ground  right  up  to  the  rim.  Fill  the 
tub  half  full  of  rich  soil,  cover  this  with  half 
an  inch  of  clean  sand,  and  fill  with  water.  The 
little  “pool”  is  now  ready  for  the  Water  Lilies, 
aquatics  and  perennials,  rock  plants  and  fish. 
The  drawing  shows  a  cross  section  of  a  tub 
garden  with  plants  and  Water  Lilies  as  follows;

AS  IF  conscious  of  their  superior  beauty  the 
.  Tropical  Water  Lilies  raise  their  stately  flower 
heads  a  foot  above  the  surface  of  the  pool.  The 
“Aristocrats  of  the  Water  Garden”  have  many 
points  of  excellence  in  their  favor^ — glorious  colors, 
exquisite  perfumes,  large-sized  blooms,  and  rapid 
growth. 

Fall  temperatures  do  not  cause  them  to  become  dor¬ 
mant,  so  extended  blooming-  season  makes  them  en¬ 
joyable  for  a  long-  time,  right  up  to  freezing  weather, 
in  fact.  Indoors,  where  the  temperature  averages  65 
to  7  5  degrees,  and  in  the  South,  they  will  bloom  the 
entire  year.  We  designate  these  lilies  as  “day  bloom¬ 
ing”  and  “night  blooming”,  because  of  the  “open 
hours”  they  keep. 


NIGHT  BLOOMING  LILIES 

Many  people  are  unable  to  enjoy  their  pools  during 
the  day,  so  for  them  the  night  blooming  water  lilies 
afford  pleasure  at  the  most  peaceful  time  of  the  day 
— twilight — for  it  is  then  that  they  disclose  their 
magnificent  beauty.  The  blossoms  of  red,  white  and 
pink  remain  open  all  night  and  part  of  the  next  day, 
or  all  through  the  day  on  cloudy  days.  Dwarfing 
them  in  tubs  does  not  detract  from  their  loveliness. 

We  suggest  the  following  varieties  as  being  excep¬ 
tionally  beautiful  and  desirable. 

BISSET.  A  night-bloomer  of  unusually  free-bloom¬ 
ing  habit.  The  flowers  are  of  a  beautiful  rose- 
pink  color,  8  to  10  inches  across;  the  petals  are 
broad  and  slightly  concave,  giving  the  bloom  a 
cup-shaped  form.  $2. 

FRANK  TRELEASE.  Rich  dark  crimson  flowers  with 
mahogany  colored  stamens.  Petals  long,  narrow 
and  rounded  at  the  ends.  Mottled  dark  red  and 
green  shades  of  the  young  leaves  merge  to  a  rich 
bronze  red  in  the  matured  plants.  The  most  popu¬ 
lar  of  its  type.  $2. 

JUIVO  (Deiifafa  Superba).  The  perfected  modern 
flower  developed  by  cultivation  from  the  sacred 
white  Lotus  of  Egyptian  tradition.  A  flower  of 
great  substance  composed  of  very  broad,  heavy 
petals  that  open  widely,  revealing  the  wide  flat 
saffron  yellow  stamens.  Blooms  easily  8  to  12 
inches  across.  §3.

OMARANA.  A  lily  quite  deserving  of  its  popularity. 
Its  general  effect  is  a  pleasing,  variegated  pink 
produced  by  deep  shading  on  the  outer  edges  of  the 
petals  that  fades  into  a  -white  stripe  through  the 
center  line.  Flowers  are  quite  large.  $1.50. 

RUBRA  ROSEA.  The  most  productive  of  all  the 
Nymphaeas.  Our  exhibition  plant  usually  has  5  to 
6  blooms  open  at  one  time  and  is  always  enthusi¬ 
astically  praised.  There  is  some  question  about 
the  color  of  the  lily  corresponding  to  this  name, 
as  the  original  Nymphaea  rubra  differs  in  various 
localities  in  India.  Our  strain  is  a  rosy  carmine 
and  is  quite  star-shaped  due  to  the  unusual  shape 
of  its  petals  which  are  broad  at  their  base  and 
taper  to  a  long  point.  $1.50.

The  yel- 
loAv  stamens  form  a  pleasing  contrast  to  the  petals. 
Sepals  marked  with  purple  lines  and  dots.  Desir¬ 
able  in  a  small  pool  or  tub.  Very  choice  but  popu¬ 
larly  priced.

GENERAL  PERSHING.  Without  doubt,  it  is  the  fin¬ 
est  of  all  pink  tender  lilies,  both  in  size  and  color.

AUGUST  KOCH.  As  a  variety  suitable  for  all  gen¬ 
eral  purposes  there  is  none  that  surpasses  August 
Koch.  It  belongs  to  the  viviparous  group  (by  this 
is  meant  the  peculiar  characteristic  of  producing 
young  plants  upon  the  surface  of  the  leaf).  The 
flowers  are  7  to  8  inches  in  diameter  and  open  for 
four  to  six  days.  The  sepals  are  purplish  lilac  and 
the  petals  pale  wistaria-violet  (Ridgeway  color 
chart).  Foliage  strong  and  attractive.  $2.50. 

MRS.  C.  W.  WARD.  A  most  charming  variety  with 
petals  of  rich  rose-pink  illuminated  by  a  mass  of 
golden  stamens.  Flowers  are  borne  well  out  of  the 
water,  with  the  profusion  of  the  Gracilis  type  from 
which  it  is  a  descendant.  $2.

HARDY  WATER  LILIES 


TE  HARDY  lilies  with  their  perfumed, 
many-hued  blossoms  of  delightful  form, 
which  usually  float  upon  the  water  sur¬ 
face,  will  play  an  important  part  in  mak¬ 
ing  your  pool  the  center  of  interest.  If 
the  roots  are  not  allowed  to  actually 
freeze  the  plants  will  live  from  year  to  year.  Their 
enchanting  beauty  can  be  enjoyed  in  tubs,  pools, 
ponds  or  lakes.  The  following  choice  varieties  give 
a  wide  range  of  color,  and  their  loveliness  will  be 
a  source  of  constant  delight  in  your  water  garden. 


CHROMATPLLA.  The  clear,  clean  yellow  of  Chrom- 
atella  makes  it  by  far  the  best  yellow  variety 
grown.  The  broad  petals  are  canary  yellow,  the 
stamens  are  of  a  deeper  shade  and,  altogether, 
this  combination  displayed  among  the  leaves  beau¬ 
tifully  marbled  in  deep  green  and  brown,  makes 
it  a  picture  indeed.  5j>2. 

ROSE  ARET.  A  flower  of  exceptional  merit  in  every 
respect,  attested  by  its  being  awarded  a  silver 
medal  by  the  New  York  Horticultural  Society.  The 
flowers,  a  deep-cerise  pink,  sometimes  reach  8 
inches  in  diameter.  The  petals  are  pointed  and 
have  a  noticeable  curl  that  gives  the  effect  of 
darker  shading  near  the  edges.  A  delightful  sur¬ 
prise  awaits  you.  $3.

WATER  lilies  alone  are,  of  course,  lovely — but 
when  placed  in  a  setting  of  harmonious 
aquatic  plants — then  do  they  truly  make  their 
most  charming  appeal.  And  aquatics  are  so  easily 
grown,  too.  Some  are  quite  content  to  float  on  the 
surface,  with  air  and  water  their  only  source  of 
nourishment.  Others  need  a  firmer  footing  where 
their  roots  can  take  hold  in  the  soil.  Another 
group — the  submerged  or  oxygenating  plants — 
develop  under  the  water,  either  absorbing  the  im¬ 
purities  or  liberating  oxygen  to  destroy  them. 


FLOATING  PLANTS 

First  we  think  of  the  surface  of  the 
pool.  Perhaps  the  water  is  deep  and 
_  the  sides  offer  no  lodging  for  rooted 
plants.  This  does  not  matter,  however, 
for  some  of  the  finest  aquatics  will 
grow  and  bloom  merely  floating  on 
the  surface,  deriving  nourishment 
from  the  air  and  water.  In  nature  they  drift  to 
shallow  water  where  the  roots  soon  anchor  and 
growth  is  very  rapid.  In  other  words.  Floating 
Aquatics  are  always  at  home  in  any  pool.

Goldfishes  may  be  wintered  outside  in  natural 
ponds,  but  when  in  pools  free  from  soil  and  plant 
roots,  care  should  be  taken  to  break  the  ice  fre¬ 
quently  so  that  the  water  does  not  become  foul 
from  lack  of  aeration.  A  glass  aquarium  is  an  ex¬ 
cellent  investment  as  it  permits  you  to  enjoy  the 
beauty  of  the  fish  all  winter;  but  if  mere  storage 
is  desired,  a  tub  in  the  basement  will  do  nicely, 
changing  the  water  when  necessary  or  providing 
a  continual  drip  from  a  faucet.  There  is  no  set 
rule  for  changing  water  except  that  when  the  fish 
gasp  for  air  at  the  top  it  is  evident  that  they  are 
in  distress  and  nee.d  at  least  a  part  of  the  water 
renewed. 

The  fish  should  be  fed  daily  with  dried  shrimp, 
providing  not  more  than  will  be  eaten  in  fifteen 
minutes.  Goldfish  can  be  shipped  at  any  season  of 
the  year.  A  flat  charge  of  50  cts.  over  and  above 
the  price  of  the  fish  is  made  for  the  shipping-can. 

For  centuries  Goldfish  have  been  regarded  as 
pets,  especially  in  Japan,  China  and  Korea,  where 
the  fancy  and  rare  varieties  have  been  extensively 
developed.  And  one  certainly  cannot  discount  the 
nation-wide  popularity  of  the  Goldfish  aquarium  in 
this  country.
